WaahinRton, May 14.—The United 
States supreme court today 
banded 
down a decision declaring? that the in- 
heritance tax law is constitutional and 
valid.

York which has received 
thousands of dollars into its treasury 
throuffh the provisions of the law. 
Objection has been made to the law on 
the ground that it was not oonstitu- 
, tlonal and a test case was made. 


The last Michii^au lesrlslature passed 
an iuheritance tax law and the drst 
mohey to be received from this source 
was collected last Saturday, amounting 
to nearly $5,000. 


The decision of the supreme court 
will probably have the effect of intro- 
ducing such tax laws in every state.

NEW PEACH PEST 
ONLY A CLIiVlBING CUT WORM 


Prof. Rufus H. Pettit of the etomolosfical department of the state ag-ricultural col- 
lege, was in the city today. 
He came here to inspect the orchards in which it was 
claimed a new pest was working:. 
The fears of the §:ro\\'ers are soothed. 
The ex- 
pert discovered that the destruction is the work of cutworms, who have lately taken 
to climbing: the trees and chewing off the Inids. 


Prof. Pettit made a careful examination of the peach orchard of I»lr. Levy, east of 
the city, and soon located the trouble. 
The remedy is simple. 
Wind cotton about 
the trunk of the tree a short distance from the i^round and the worms cannot scale 
the obstruction. 
The worm has also been found in oilier parts of the state. 


Prof. Pettit is the gentleman who visited this city -last year at the request of the 
Wolverine sugai- company to investigate and find a remedy for the flea beetle, which 
hurt the sugar beet cror».'

Observed Sunday at the Presbyterian 
Ohurch. 


Yesterday was Foreign missionary 
day In the Presbyterian church. The 
services werd under the auspices of the 
Women's Foreign Missionary society. 
The addresses, both morning and even- 
ing, were by Mrs. Van Hook, who has 
spent sixteen years in Tabriz, in Persia 
as a missionary—three years in evange- 
listic labors and thirteen years in 
school 
work. 
In the morning she 
spoke of the evangelistic work and the 
methods of operation. 
She described 
one itinerary to a city distant about 100 
miles to spend a Sabbath among the 
people and present the message of the 
gospel. In the evening address she 
presented the school work and detailed 
life in the school room and the bene- 
ficent results which tlowed from educa- 
tion. 
Some of the facts 
mentioned 
were surprising. 
One of these was the 
fact that only three women out of every 
thousand In Persia could read and 
these were to be found in the districts 
occupied by the missionaries. Another 
m of interest was the intense desire 
the part of the women to have some 
one read to them from the bible and 
interpret the message. 


Mrs. Van Hook said that one of the 
girls who attended her school was the 
first moslem to be baptised into the 
Christian faith in Persia.

Fourth Sermon in Key. A. K. B eem ’s 
Senea on “ Purity.” 


T he fourth of Mev. A. K. B e e m ’b 
series of discourses on ‘ P u rity” was 
preached to a large audience at the 
U niversalist church Sunday morning. 
His subject was “ The H igher Mar­ 
r ia g e ,” and his introduction gives the 
key of his 
discourse.

“ Owing to the great number of di­ 
vorce catjes constantly com ing to o n e ’s 
notice many have expressed them selves 
as though these were degenerate days-, 
an though man were getting worse and 
worse. 
W e are often told that there 
must be a returning to the idea t f 
the 8acrediuitiB of marriage. 
S u g g es­ 
tions and criticism s touching these im ­ 
portant questions are needed, but in 
my opinion the actual condition is not 
so hopeless as one m ight lirst conclude, 
and it is not a restoration that we need. 


“The tim*^ has come when men and 
women know that no priest, no clerg y ­ 
man, no m agistrate ever did or ever 
can marry anybody. 
The most a cler­ 
gyman can do is to assist in a formal 
recognition of 
the m arriage which 
must necessarily precede the ceremony. 
And while this knowledge is now being 
much abused by the more ignorant, it 
will some day be the glory of the race. 
As much as I deplore divorce g en er­ 
ally I believe that there Is occasionally 
a separation that argues
